REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, which is the most pertinent art found, fails to teach and/or fairly suggest the 
instant invention. The 1 .132 declaration clearly shows that the use of lithium 
glycerophosphate as compared to sodium glycerophosphate produces unexpected 
results. That is, that lithium glycerophosphate has much greater penetrability into 
concrete than sodium glycerophosphate.
